4.5 Existing service craft and yachts - Periodical Surveys 
4.5.17 In cases where the ship has been laid-up, or has been out of service for a considerable period because of a major repair or 
modification and the Owner elects to only carry out the overdue surveys, the next period of class will start from the expiry date of the 
last Complete Survey of machinery. If the Owner elects to carry out a Complete Survey, the period of class will start from the 
completion date of this survey.
